further to amend the Goa , Daman and Diu Salaries

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of Goa , 
Daman and Diu in the Twenty First Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : 


The rate of salaries and daily allowances now pay 
able to the Honourable Members of Legislative As 
sembly in this Union territory are cumulatively lower 
than those applicable to the Members of the Legisla 
tive Assemblies of the States, of Maharashtra , Guja 
rat and Mysore which are adjoining States. As the 
cost of living in Goa is as high as in those States the 
present bill seeks to raise the emoluments payable 
to Members of Legislative Assembly by amending 
the existing Act known as the Goa , Daman and 
Diu Salaries and Allowances of Members of the 
Legislative Assembly Act, 1964 . 


1. Short title and commencement.-- ( 1 ) This Act 
may be called the Goa , Daman and Diu Salaries 
and Allowances of Members of the Legislative As 
sembly ( Third Amendment ) Act, 1970 .

Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to amend the provision 
of section 3 of the Goa , Daman and Diu Salaries and 
Allowances of Members of the Legislative Assembly

Clause 3 of the Bill seeks to amend the provision

If the Bill is 
passed into law , the approximate additional expendi 
ture to be incurred in this behalf will be Rs. 6600 / 
per year . The amendment will also increase the pro 
vision of rates of electricity and water from Rs. 75 / 
to Rs. 100 / - for Chief Minister . If the Bill is. passed 
into law , the approximate additional expenditure to 
be incurred in this behalf to at Rs. 1200 / per year . 

Clause 4 of the Bill seeks to amend the provision 
of Section 5 of the Goa , Daman and Diu Salaries and 
Allowances of Ministers Act , 1964 , so as to increase 
the conveyance allowance of Ministers , in case he uses 
his own car from Rs. 250 / - to Rs. 300 / - per month . 
In case Minister uses the car provided by Govern 
ment the increase in conveyance allowances will be 
Rs. 100 / - per month . If the Bill is passed into law , 
the approximate additional expenditure to be incurred 
in this behalf will be about Rs. 2400 / -and Rs. 4800 / 
respectively . 


Under Sub - section (6 ) of section 45 of the Go 
vernment of Union Territories Act , 1963, the Minis 
ters shall be entitled to such salaries and allowances 
as may be fixed by the Legislative Assembly by law 
and until it is so fixed such salaries and allowances 
as the Administrator, may, with the approval of the 
President, by crder , determine. The salaries and 
allowances were regulated under Act No. 3 of 1965 . 
The pattern of Salaries and Allowances etc. of Minis 
ters was considered by Government of India and 
certain ceilings approved by the Ministry of Finance 
were adopted for the purpose . Of late there had been 
suggestions to the Government of India from some 
of the Union territories to Government of India for 
increasing the Salaries and Allowances of Ministers 
and it has been decided by the Central Government 
that the earlier ceilings should be raised so that the 
Union territories may by making a suitable legisla 
tion enhance the Salaries and Allowances of their 
ministers . The bill is intended to give effect to such 
enhancement. The increase of salaries and allowances 
to the Ministers provided for in this bill has admi 
nistrative approval of the Central Government.
